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Water Rate minimum 


to be dropped 


The minimum rate, for water users, in Wilmington, will take a 
significant drop, in the near future. The Water Commissioners 
heard a report last Thursday which so recommended, and it will 
probably be adopted. 

At the present time water users in the first step, so called, pay 
$11.25 a quarter, for water if they do not use over 1500 cubic feet. 

The consultant who made the study for the Water Com- 
missioners noted that in this classification fall 48% of the water 
users in Wilmington. 

He recommended a new minimum, of 1200 feet per quarter, 
and a new lower cost of $8.40. This rate, when it is applied, will 
be for about 20 to 25% of the present water users im Wilmington, 
and will mean a savings of about $12 a year, for small 
households. 3 

The ‘magic’ line” for the minimum rate will be at 3169 cubic 
feet. Those who use that amount or more, in a quarter, will be 
paying bigger bills, up to and including industrial users. 

The industrial rate will not increase markedly, but there will 
be an increase. 

A number of town officials were invited to attend the meeting, 
but only Selectman George Boylen was present. Mr. Boylen was 
one of four or five men who, a few years ago, offered criticisms 
of the present water rates. He declared himself well satisfied at 
the results of this study, and believed it would beneficial not 
only to small water users, but to industrial firms as well.

to meet increased expenses in con- 
nection with water treatment 
facilities or purchased water be 
spread uniformly, to all water 
users. This was noted by Mr. 
Boylen, who agreed that it was the 
fair way, in that every one will be 
paying equally, according to the 
amount of water used. 

Future water rate increases 
because of increased expenses in 
connection with new wells and dis- 
tribution system improvements 
will be met by a percentage in- 
crease of the design rates at the 
present levels.
